On December 9, 1987, t h e  Commission released an Order in t h i s  

case addressing interLATAl and ULAS2 compensation. On December 

23, 1983, Continental Telephone Company of Kentucky 

('Continental") filed a petition for modification of the Order or, 

in the alternative, a petition for rehearing. The Commission will 

grant Continental's petition for modification. 

Discussion 

Continental petitions the Commission to modify its Order due 

to demand price-out  errors i n v o l v i n g  carrier common line and 

s w i t c h e d  access service revenues. F i r s t ,  Continental states that 

its origlnal demand price-out used t h e  proposed mid-year 1986 

fn tera ta te  originating carrier common line rate of $0.0344 per 

' Local Access and Transport. 

universa l  Local ~ c c e e e  Service, 



minute of use and wus not revised to reflect t h e  approved rate of 

$0.0304 per minute of use. Thus, based on revised information 

attached to Continental's petition, carrier common line revenues 

were overstated in the amount of $31,935. Accordingly, 

Continental's ULAS requirement should increase by an equal amount 

to $352,742, as indicated in Table I, effective January 9, 1988. 

A l s o ,  Continental states that its original demand price-out 

overstated switched access revenues due to a failure to adjust 

local transport revenues for settlements with connecting carriers. 

Thus, based on information attached to Continenf.al's petition, 

switched access revenues should be $706,000, rather than the 

$936,000 indicated in the original price-out. Accordingly, 

Continental's access revenue surplus is reduced from $479,000 to 

$255,000, and Continental should reduce switched access rates in 

the latter amount, effective January 9, 1988. 

Finding and Order 

The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and 

being advised, is of the opinion and finds that- Continental's 

original demand urice-out contained factual errors that require 

modification of the Commission's Order of December 9, 1987, as 

discussed heroin. 

Accordingly, the above finding is HEREBY ORDERED.
